The meetings held at Ross’ Hotel on Tues- 
day eveniug last were attended by only twenty- 
eight persons, a very poor showing censider- 
ing che subjects to be discussed. The meet- 
ing te consider the question of inducing a 
doctor to come here was organized first, with 
Col. Jarvis as chairman. 

Col. Jarvis read the notiee calling the 
meeting, and asked the expression of opinion 
on the subject. 

Mr. D. Ross had spoken to Dr. Herchmer, 
of Ft. Satkatchewar. He objected that it 
would be too much of arisk for him to par- 
chase the medicines as he was engaged in 
other pursuits, but if the people would guar- 
antee the price of the medicines he would 
come. He was to see Mr. Ress aguin but had 
net dcne so. 
nceessary ability. 

Mr. R. 8. McGinn suggested Dr. Lauder of 
Bow River, who held a regular certifieate. 
Ail that weuld be necessary would be to 
write to him, informing him of the 
opening. 

Mr. dardisty had heard Dr. Lauder spoken 
of very highly. 

The chairman had known Dr. Lauder over 
ayear. He wasa very clever man, and had 
pulled through some very serious cases both 
amongst the puliee and civilians. Was highly 
thought of by vhe senor surgeon of the 
police. Believed he had saved his (the chair- 
man’s) life. Heard that he had gone into the 
cattle business. Some inducement would 
iixely have to be vifered tu get him to come 
here. 

Mr. McGion did not think any inducement 
necessary.

Tne meeting waa then elosed, and a school 
mesting organized with Mr. Hardisty as 
chairman. 

Mr. AicCauley, the only trustee present, 
being called upoa, said the objectof the mect 
ing was cither to hire a teacher or give the 
trustees power to do so, and éo take what 
further action might be necessary to further 
the interests of tha school. The school house 
would beready for occupation during the 
present week, He had three applications for 
tie position of teacher on hand which he 
would give to the chairman t» lay before tie 
maecting if required. 

Mr. McGinn thought trustees should have 
full power te select the teacher.
